Chief Justice Hunter Decides 
the Company Are Entitled 
to the Subsidy, 



WORK WILL BE RESUMED AT 



No Notification of an Appeal Was 
Made by the Counsel for 
Government. 



The hearing in the Midway & Ver- 
iiou case, which has been going: on In 
the supreme court for the last two 
clays before His Lordship the Chief 
Justice, was concluded yesterday after- 
noon, when, after hearing the argu- 
ments of counsel, he gave his decision 
in favor of the company. 

on resuming the case yesterday 
morning, D. H. McDowall was the 
first witness called. He stated that 
lie had been connected with the Mid- 
way it Vernon Company since Janu- 
ary, 1005. In reply to Mr. Bodwell, 
►Witness said he wanted a letter from 
H. W. Poer <t Co., brokers of New 
"York, assuring him that the finances 
Mould be provided. The solicitor of 
these bankers asked that In order to 
make it doubly sure that the subsidies 



-would be paid by the Dominion and I Tatlow made 
the Province. Mr. McGuiam at Ot- ' 
lawil was asked to get assurance from 
Mr. Emnierson, which was done. 
Harold Robertson was asked at Ot- 
tawa to get iIk assurance or the 
provincial go srnment. This was 
simply to make the assurances doubly 
sure. 

Examined by Mr. McLean, witness 
Mild he felt sure he had sent the fol- 
lowing: telegram to Mr. Smalles, who 
Jiad transmitted It to Mr. Woods in 
Victoria: "Wire through bank or at- 
torney-general, but authoritatively, 
that work complying' with the statute 
Jias been done. Wire at once." 

They had received a reply from Mr. 
Robertson to the effect that the gov- 
ernment did urn Intend to repudiate 
the Claim if the act was complied with. 
Two responsible men. Price Ellison 
and R. Wood, had given assurances 
that the work had been carried out all 
fight. .Mr. Robertson's statement to 
this effect satisfied the bankers. 

lie was of the opinion that aa Mr. 
Robertson stood very high hi his pro- 
fession, his statement could be ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. McLean stated that he did not 



'intend to throw any slur on Mr. Rob- 
ertson. 

Witness did not remember if the 
negotiations with H. W. Poer & Co. 
fell through or were broken off. 

Replying to Mr. Bodwell as to what 
was meant by being broken off, -wit- 
ness said that the bankers may have 
broken off the negotiations owing to 
Influences. It had always been found 
difficult to make financial arrange- 
ments for railways which were pro- 
posed to be built in territory already 
occupied by large corporations in 
British Columbia. 

Negotiations were then entered into 
with other bankers. It was found 
better to get European capital, and the 
American bankers representing these, 
together with the Bank of Montreal, 
were directly dealt with. Money was 
obtained and there was plenty to have 
gone on with the greater enterprise 
planned. 

In fact, if the negotiations had not 
been broken off, the company would 
have as much money behind them as 
the Grand Trunk Paciilc. 

Meeting With the Cabinet 

He stated, In reply to Mr. McLean, 
that on October 9 A. A. Arthur, Mr. 
Schmidt, representing Ladenburry & 
Co., and witness met the government. 
All the members of the government 
were present except Mr. Fulton. The 
Premier said, while discussing the 
larger mileage proposal, that he would 
like a reference to the courts to de- 
cide whether the subsidy should be 
paid. 

Mr. McDowall thought this peculiar, 
but a member of the government said 
it was simply to satisfy tho Finance 
Minister. 

Mr. Schmidt, representing the bank, 
did not seem to consider this as a 
serious matter. 

He thought it was only natural that 
the government should satisfy them- 
selves on the matter before paying 
the subsidy. 

It was not until December that any- 
thing serious occurred, when Hon. Mr.

His Lordship thought It was not 
right to examine Mr. Robertson.

He, however, held 
that it was important to take evidence 
as to the filing of the plans of the 
railway. He held that under the i 
Dominion act it was necessary before! 
the work could be done that plans 
should be filed and approved of. There 
was thus no railway. 

His Lordship said there were ap- I 
parently no plans filed with the pro- 
vincial government. 

Mr. Bodwell said that the plans had ! forces I 



been In the hands of t ho minister of 
lands mid works and approved of by 
him before the company could com- 
mence work, but tils bad not been 
done. It was intended that the com- 
missioner should look into the plans, so 
that he could see that the public us 
well us the company und province were 
being treated fairly. He contended that 
the Dominion government bad no right 
to say whether the company was en- 
titled to a subsidy, as the money 
ciiine out of the province. By not hav- 
ing deposited plans, the contract bad 
become null und void, and that the com- 
pany hud uclc-. in an illegal manner 
when they commenced work without 
having first deposited their plans and 
not having complied with the act, they 
were not entitled to the subsidy. 
His Lordship's Decision 
This concluded the argument, and his 
ilordship, in taring b<s decision, fcuid 
that be thought that the case should 
he decided nt once and nut he kept hunt- 
ing on, and us the court of appeal would 
sit in u short time niiii any decision 
that be made would be subject j that 
court, be would give bis decision so that 
if an appeal was desired it could be 
■gone into before the court of appeals 
sat. 

hi summing up the evidence be said 
that Ihe act eanie into force on Novem- 
ber 10th, and in the following year the 
Midway- Vernon Act was passed, and 
the net was confirmed as if re-enacted. 
The act provided that the contract was 
to be completed within three yearn, and 
the government was to give u subsidy 
for every ten miles completed. 

In his opinion the question was 
whether the act was in force pf Decem-

Aft- 
er New Year every train brought west- 
bound excursionists, most of them far- 
mers out for a holiday. From east of 
Winnipeg to the Rockies they came, 
some stopping at Vancouver, but most 
of them coming over to Victoria. In the 
Dominion hotel where I am quartered, 
they go in and out all the time. It is 
a big house, yet 1 could hardly find a 
bed. The easterners seem to make it 
their headquarters, but more perman- 
ent residents keep dropping in nil the 
time. Some of these have been here 
for twenty years. This winter several 
well known people have got lixed here. 

"Kenneth McKcnzie, of Burnside, 
got u $10,000 house 011 n fine site, with 
two acres of grounds nicely treed at u 
great bargain, and his son Adam got 
iinotncr to be used us winter quarters 
next year. J. A. Mitchell is making 
very tine place on one of the finest sites 
in the city and Andrew Wright, anoth- 
er, not far Off, to cost 55,000 for the 
building. "Scotsman" Sutherland has 
been here two years and a half, a doz- 
en others have bought or built in the 
same neighborhood. 1 think it cheaper 
and more convenient to buy ready made, 
and though real estate agents nre get- 
whosehundsting in some fairly successful 
work prices here nre away below \\ in- 
nipeg, rents still more so. There is no 
crowding as with us, even cottages, 
worth $10 to $15 a month, stand on a 
50 or (10 foot lot. A well-to-do work- 
ing mnn usually owns his own house, 
of 5 to S rooms ami can gel money on 
mortgage at <> per cent. A good many 
things here are quite ns dour as nt. Win- 
nipeg, food included, but with elienp 
fuel, u mild climate and a low rent, a 
family can get along fairly well, am! the 
working season is much longer. This 
winter any outdoor work Idoillg has 
gone on all the time, anil the first show- 
er in 11 mouth fell lust night. 

For people gelling old, if well fixed, 
this climate ca uhnrdly lie beaten, but 
it will not suit every one. It is loo 
damp for rheumatism, asthma, kidney 
troubles and bronchitis. 1 wear the 
same clothes as in the dead of a Winni- 
peg winter. All the difference is that 
my overcoat is of cloth instead of skin. 
Still, I may he tempted to lake up my 
abode here when I feel getting old. and 
there nre plenty of old friends mid new 
to make pleasant company. The pace 
here is a good deal slower than witii you. 
There nre 11 good few Winnigegrs in 
Vancouver too, there is more steam on 
anil building lots in St. Charles or at 
St. Vital are cheaper a good deal than 
they arc the same distance out of ('un- 
cover. This perhaps may he pnrtly ex- 
plained by the frequent notices along 
the street railroads that when stump 
powder is being applied in clearing the 
ground a man from the company must 
be at hand, though us 11 rule ;t skilled 
worker only uses us much powder as will 
split the root. After that it lakes about 
11 week to burn out the slump. The 
roots, thicker than a man's body, and 
all the loose branches are piied round 
to keep up the lire. Il reminds me of 
thes trow piles at home to see those 
fires, each with a big stump in the cen- 
tre. 

Vancouver is rather colder and welter 
than Victoria. It had !) inches of m 111 
in September alone, hut that is quite 
moderate for a west coast town. There 
is u place further north 011 Ibis island 
where 33.4-1 Inches of rain fell in De- 
cember. We sometimes hear of Port 
Simpson us western terminus of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, they have had 
over Til inches of rainfall in the lust 
live months. Victoria watered its prin- 
cipal street yesterday for the first time 
this year, just to Iny th" dust."

words, the Ottawa authorities purpose, 
with the aid of the banks, to turn back 
to Uncle Sum his silver tokens, which, 
from careful calculation, amounts in a 
border city like Victoria to nearly three- 
quarters of the silver currency in daily 
circulation. 

Local shipments of silver are made 
direct to the Bank of Montreal's brunch 
in Xew York, and tlii* institution turns 
the same over to the United States BSlb- 
treusury, taking a receipt for same. Ill 
duo course the Ottawa government is 
credited willi the silver as it comes ill 
from various points, ami in turn the 
Canadian treasury remits fo the bunks 
silver in lieu of what is collected and 
credited to each branch hank. The 
position of Canada in respect to the de- 
portation of silver is this: The United 
States government, while of course it 
stands (responsible for hs coinage, is 
pouring silver money out of ils mints 
which is intrinsically worth hut approxi- 
mately half its face value; thus Uncle 
Sam is in possession and has the use of 
50 per cent, of the face value of his 
silver money which in in circulation in 
Canada. In other words, the United 
States government, so fai as Canada is 
concerned; is in the same position as 
that occupied by the man who makes 
counterfeit dollars witii gpod silver ami 
then exchanges them for merchandise- 
tor every oil cents' worth of silver lie 
puis into his ■ ollar be would be able 

to gel a dollar's worth of merchandise 
in exchange. It is a matter of history 
that some counterfeiters have put. more 
silver into their coins than does the 
United Stut'.-s mini, and still they have 
made money. 

In order that Canada may reap the 
benefit consequent upon the use of the 
gold -which backs silver and lic*# cur- 
rency, the American silver is to he 
wi]ied out of circulation. What benefit 
(here is in tins the Dominion govern- 
ment is now determined to have.

"ANGLO-SAXON UNITY." 

Wo are Indebted to the members of 
a committee of the city of Toronto for 
a copy of an address, printed in 
pamphlet form, delivered by Mr. J. S.

The committee In 
question, which includes the names of 
some very prominent citizens of To- 
ronto and the Dominion, was appoint- 
ed to republish Mr. Wlllison's address 
in a .suitable form, and from a typo- 
graphical point of view the duty has 
been w ell performed, and the pamphlet 
becomes valuable as a souvenir, as 
well as most interesting and instruct- 
ive as literature. The subject of the 
address was "Anglo-Saxon Unity," and 
the sentiments expressed are so well 
calculated to advance this end that 
many of those who listened to Mr. 
Willison, whose address Is described 



which construction will proceed, the 
financial arrangements for which, we 
are led to understand, are completed 
and ample. 

On general grounds, it is (satisfactory 
to kuow that the subsidy will be paid. 
We are not going to uiscuss the merits 
of the case from a railway point of 
view; but it is obvious that the taint 
of suspicion' that the province, through 
a technicality or otherwise, had sought 
to evade what many persons had been 
led to regard, or might still regard, as 
a just obligation would have been ex- 
tremely detrimental to the interests of 
British Columbia! We supported strong- 
ly the rights of the province on moral 
grounds to pay the land subsidy to the 
Columbia and Western, which had been 
substantially earned under the provis- 
ions of the subsidy act of 1800. While 
the company in regard to surveys had 
not technically complied with the law as 
to the time for completing them, never- 
theless there were circumstances, fully 
explained in previous issues, which ac- 
counted in a satisfactory way for the 
lapse. In case of repudiation, the im- 
pression would have gone abroad that 
the government of the province could 
not be relied upon to respect its obliga- 
tions. The effect of that would liavo 
been serious, 

hi the Midway and Vernon case the 
circumstances were different. The gov- 
ernment had not been satisfied by evi- 
dence officially in its possession that the 
terms of the subsidy had been complied 
with in any respect, and refused, and 
we think properly refused, to recognize 
any liability until such evidence was 
forthcoming. 'fin' position which it 
took from the Bret was that a reference 
to the courts svns necessary, and while 
delay and some inconvenience have re- 
sulted from the attitude of the provin- 
cial authorities, it was legally the only 
defensible attitude. JCow that the evi- 
dence has been submitted and a decis- 
ion rendered the government can feel 
that it is honestly entitled to proceed. 
Had it not adhered to the position it 
did. it would have been open to the 
charge, which the opposition would not 
failed to have made, that it acted 
illegally and under political compulsion. 
A dangerous precedent lias thus been 
avoided and every ethical condition in 
the case complied with.

DISCUSS STREET SPRINKLING. 

Aldermen Will Meet T.bis Evening to 
Wrestle With- Knotty Problem, 

At this . evening's meeting of the city 
council Hint bpdy will meet as n com- 
mittee, whois it will be waited on by 
A. T. Gowurd, local •manager of the 
British Columbia Electric Railway com- 
pany, for the purpose of. considering the 
(Hiestion of an electric street sprinkler. 

As will l>e it'iiiein.bercd, the streets 
committee of the. council was instructed 
to have a tentative agreement with the 
company prepared and to submit it to 
the council. This was done, but when 
the council came to consider the matter 
it was not altogether in favor of the 
terms and decided to request Mr. Gow- 
ard to meet it. 

The agreement as submit led by the 
committee provides that the company 
shall (supply a car not to cost more 
than $3,500, of which the city is to pay 
one-half. 

The company is to supply the electri- 
cal power free of charge and also keep 
the car in the necessary repair and 
house it without cost to the city. The 
city, on the other hand, is to supply two 
men, to be paid lit the same rate as the 
local ear employees. The city shall t-mp- 
plv the water ami also the hydrants, the 
latter to be so arranged that they will 
not interfere with the regular schedule 
of the cars. The ears shall be under 
the orders of the city engineer, but lie 
will deliver all orders through I he eu- 
Bhieei of tlie company, and it will lie 
for the city engineer to say how many 
trips are to be made and how long the 
curs are lo run between 7 a. ill. and 1 1 
p. in. 

This it-, in short, the terms of the 
agreement as submitted to the meeting 
of the couiK'il, und with which il was 
„ot satisfied, mid it will this evening 
endeavor to arrange terms more suitable 
!■> the interests of the city.

IMMIGRANTS TO CANADA. 

Throe Roads Carrying Settlers to the 
Fertile Lands of the West, 

Three railroads are pouring their 
freightage of settlers 'and homesteaders 
into the broad acresfand fertile plains 
of tlie Saskatchewan valley, says the 
Winnipeg Telegram: Through the 
eastern gateway of Winnipeg come the 
hardy hon>»niakers hauled by the Cana- 
dian Northern and .Northern Pacific 
roads; through the western port of entry 
of Portal, flows the immigration that is 
pouring into Canada from the United 
States, the continent nnd >>wer Europe. 

The competition of tin; short line war 
is aiding the settlors to sot foot on the 
Western Canadian soil at comparatively 
little cost, after the immigrant lias 
reached the eastern terminals of the 
Canadian lines. Erom Dultith, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Port Arthur and Winnipeg 
settlors are carried to tlie western points 
over the Canadian Northern; tlie Sou 
line drawing from tlie country to the 
immediate west of the Canadian North- 
ern lines the immigration that is flock- 
ing from the western United States 
across the lino into Canada. The North- 
ern Pacific is also daily bringing settlors 
through Winnipeg into tlie Canadian 
west. 

The Canadian Northern westbound 
train carried -out a long train of set- 
tlers. They were bound for tlie west- 
ern points of the Saskatchewan valley, 
and were from almost all parts of the 
world. The hoineseekers' rate of the 
Canadian Northern from eastern points 
lias resulted in crowding tlie trains leav- 
ing Winnipeg for the west. The 'North- 
ern Pneific is Scheduled to bring a crowd 
of settlers in this afternoon, and eastern 
despatches indicate a rush of settlers 
from western and southern United 
States points. European wires report 
the exodus of Immigration to the south- 
ern ports of the United States, and the 
despatches of the railroads confirm tlie 
Impression that these immigrants are 
westward hound for Canada. The Soo 
carried 10S cars of settlers' effects 
through Portal this week in to the val- 
ley, and the officials of the road report 
more arriving at the eastern points of 
their road. W. It. Callaway, general

COOKING AND FRYING PAN. 

A Novel Cooking Utensil Designed 
Primarily for Family Use. 

All Illinois man recently patented a 
novel cooking utensil which can be used 
for fryinp, baking or roastlnjr. In the Il- 
lustration It is shown rectangular in form 
— which Is preferable, hut not absolutely 
necessary— handles bolus placed at the 
sides. When used for frying or ronstlns 
a drip tray, consisting of a framework 
covered by n screen, Is introduced, hulls 
being attached lo the ends, hy which it 




can bo lifted, wl til, its contents, nut of th 
pan. The novelty is In the cover, which I 
bus tlnn.^es on all siilo.N. These linages co- ' 
operate with the top of the pan, forming a 
liquid-proof Joint when closed, so that lfl 
the contents of Ibe pan tdiuiihl splash j 
about In handling they cannot escape. 
Stop-pieces normally hold the cover In an 
Inclined position, ko that after a hatch "1 
takes or nay similar articles are fried In 
grease the trny can he lifted ami set on 
the cover. While tho cakes are draining 
In this position another trny can be In- j 
sorted, nnd when tho pan Is recharged the 
.hatch just. Cooked will he drained suffi- 
ciently to bo set aside. An extension on 
the cover serves as a guide for the drip- 
pings. 

IMPROVING HELL GATE,. 

Government Undertaking a Large 
Work on Uppor Yukon. 

Advices were received from the 
North by the; steamer Amur to tlie 
effect that the government improve- 
ment of Hell Gate, the most aggravat- 
ing point to navigators on the Upper 
Yukon, Is to be commenced this week.

It is hoped to be ablo 
to make the ,.w,all: withstand the Im- 
pact of the strongest Ice-jams and 
thus to confine all the waters to one 
channel. Heretofore the water has 
spread through many, channels at Hell 
Gate, making thei trlvetf so shallow 



there that steamers have found great 
ditflculty in navigating the place. 



GREAT FLOODS IN IOWA. 

Hundreds of Families Are Rendered 
Homeless by High Water. 

Waterloo, In., March '28.— The water 
in tho Cedar river rose over eleven feet 
last night atid early today broke tlie 
levee nnd flooded the busings district 
of Waterloo. Hundreds of families 
wrc dentereil homeless. The Uock 
Island tracks were washed out for half 
a mile, and nil roads are tied up. 

C'cdfir 'Falls reports a similar disaster, 
and 200 families there were rendered 
homeless. Bridges and dnms were 
swept away. At 7 o'clock the Hood 
came to a .standstill and danger for the 
present is believed to be over.

At one time the barge seemed 
as if the stern was in the water and the 
bow sticking up like a mast, much to 
the consternation of the clinging coolies, 
who were yelling frantically to each 
other and everyone who would listen to 
them. It was a miracle Indeed that 
none of th-ni were thrown into the 
raging current.
